5* Pi rot oontaot was to be taken with one Rtohord MARTIH leader of 
the group ” Jeanne" (see reference report)* MARTIN was foraerly the mayor 
of the Comaiuno of Margency near Paris where his mother still lives as the 
owner of a meroerie* Ho was often coon at the Hotel Lutetiti in Paris# the 
headquarters of the* Abwohr there* Richard MARTIN is scdLd to be on exceeding- 
ly intelligent and sly individual* It was pointed out to NFBEL that he 
might ©von have already infiltrated into th© present* French Government#
